Washington, 
Feb. 
22.—Interesting 
and important news relative to the fu 
lure movements of the American bat­ 
tleship fleet was mode public at the 
conclusion of the cabinet meeting by 
Secretary Metcalf, comprising an in­ 
vitation from the Australian govern­ 
ment to have the fleet, or at least 
aome of itu units, visit that country. 
Secretary Root's reply is the first au­ 
thentic indication as to the intended 
movements 
of 
the 
fleet 
after 
its 
journey to San Francisco has been 
completed. 
After expressing his ap­ 
preciation of the invitation the secre­ 
tary says: 
“The eventual movements of our 
fleet have not been determined. While 
It is probable that the vessels will re­ 
turn by way of Suez, I would be glad 
if aome of them could he sent by the 
Australian 
route, but 
it would 
bo 
premature to promise this." 
The invitation was first mentioned 
in a letter by Hon. Alfred Deakin, 
prime minister of Australia, addressed 
to John P. Bray. American consul gen­ 
eral at Melbourne, dated Dec. 24, last, 
In part an follows: 


An Event of Hletory. 
“The appearance in the Pacific of 
th« great American fleet la an event 
of history, not only of the United 
States, but of that ocean. We natural­ 
ly are deeply Interested In this visit 
and are anxious to have some oppor 
tunlty of expressing our sympathy 
with our klnsmon in their demonstra 
tlon of naval power. 
“There are two sides to the Pacific 
and it would l)e a pity If only ono of 
them were to be favored with the 
presence of these ships. 
I propose 
therefore at a suitable time to address 
a formal communication to the gov­ 
ernor general to be forwarded to tho 
colonial office, requesting that an in­ 
vitation be sent to the president to 
permit your fleet to call at the chief 
Australian ports. 
"I think you will be able to tell 
your government whit an enthusias­ 
tic, whole-hearted welcome battleships 
under the American flag will receive 
in the commonwealth. 
It would be a 
further token of the close alliance of 
Interests and sympathies which exist 
between as. 
"No other federation in the world 
possesses ao many features of like­ 
ness to that of the United States as 
does the commonwealth of Australia, 
and I doubt whether any two peoples 
could be fcund who are in nearer 
touch with each other and are likely 
to benefit more by anything that tends 
to knit their relations more closely. 
Australian ports and |>ortals would he 
wide open to your ships ami men, 
and ii would he a matter or great 
gratification 
If the president could 
see his way to direct that the w i s h e s 
of this government he met in the mat­ 
ter."

The room was tilled with gas, though 
a window was open several inches 
from the bottom, while the fumes 
were pouring from the rubber tubing 
directly into the dead woman’s face. 
Mrs. Burden’s physicians were sum­ 
moned and they in turn notified the 
coroner.

parently having become drowsy, Mrs. 
Burden had reached from her bed and 
turned off the lamp cock instead of 
taking the trouble to get tip and shut 
off the gas at the chandelier jet.

some manner undetermined the tube 
became loosened at the lower end and 
»lipping off the feed pipe of the lamp, 
laid in such a position that the flow of 
poisonous gas was directed into the 
sleeper’s face. 
The dead woman lay 
as in sleep without a sign of physical 
or mental disturbance. 
Mrs. Burden was the daughter of 
Mrs. Oliver H. P. Belmont, who was 
Miss Sally Whiting, and who secured 
a divorce some time after her daugh­ 
ter was horn. 
She retained custody 
of the child and afterward married 
George L. Rives, at one time corpora­ 
tion counsel of New York. 
Following the divorce of her moth­ 
er and tlie adoption by Mr. Rives, 
the daughter took the name of her 
mother’s second husband, and has al 
wravs been known as Natica Rives.

Rives, daughter of O. H. P. Belmont, 
and a society favorite In New York, 
Newport and W ashington, was found 
dead In bed at her Fifth avenue home. 
Death, the coroner decided, was acci­ 
dental and due to gas poisoning. 
A 
disconnected gas tube, which had led 
from chandelier to a drop-light, so 
placed that Mrs. Burden might read 
while propped up in bed, had perm it­ 
ted a flow of gas th at filled the room 
and, escaping into the hall, finally a t­ 
tracted the attention of the servants. 
Mrs. Burden was twenty-two years 
old and since her m arriage on April 
17, 1907, she and her husband had oc­ 
cupied the beautiful home of the lat- 
ter’s father, th e late Jam es A. Burden. 
Mr. Burden had spent the night in an­ 
other part of the house and learned of 
his wife’s death from the servants 
who entered her room. 
Entering the 
house at l l o’clock at night, Mr. B ur­ 
den bad noticed th at a light was still 
burning In bis w ife’s room and pass­ 
ing the door, called out, “good night." 
Mrs. Burden responded, “good night,’ 
In a tone th a t Indicated that she was 
in her usual health and spirits. 
Mrs. Burden had been la the habit 
of reading after retiring and this prac­ 
tice recently led her to have a gas 
reading lamp placed in her room. T his 
stood on a stand conveniently near 
the head of the bed. 


Found Her Mistress Dead. 
Passing through the hall on h er 
way to Mrs. B urden’s room on the 
recond floor, the maid detected the 
odor of gas and hastily entering th e 
chamber, found her m istress dead. 
The room was filled with gas, though 
a window was open several Inches 
from the bottom, while the fumes 
were pouring from the rubber tubing 
directly into the dead woman’s face. 
Mrs. Burden’s physicians were sum ­ 
moned and they In turn notified th e 
coroner. 
The 
la tte r’s 
Investigation 
showed th at the gas tube had been 
disconnected 
from 
the lamp. 
Ap­ 
parently having become drowsy, Mrs. 
Burden had reached from her bed and 
turned off the lam p cock Instead of 
taking the trouble to get up and shut 
off the gas at the chandelier jet. 
In 
some m anner undeterm ined the tube 
became loosened at the lower end and 
slipping off the feed pipe of the lam p, 
laid in such a position that the flow of 
poisonous gas was directed Into the 
sleeper’s face. 
The dead woman lay 
ae in sleep w ithout a sign of physical 
or mental disturbance. 
Mrs. Burden was the daughter of 
Mrs. Oliver H. P. Belmont, who was 
Miss Sally W hiting, and who secured 
a divorce some tim e after her daugh­ 
ter was born. 
She retained custody 
of the child and afterward m arried 
George I,. Rives, at one time corpora­ 
tion counsel of New York. 
Following tho divorce of her m oth­ 
er and the adoption by Mr. Rives, 
the daughter took the name of her 
m other’s second husband, and has al­ 
ways been known as Narica Rives. 
Tt is said at the house that young 
Mrs. Burden had been suffering for 
some time from a slight attack of 
grip.

Millinery, 
dry goods and kindred lines are in 
chief demand, with staple goods pre 
ferred to novelties, which latter ar 
rather neglected. 
Retail trade is i 
a transition point and is quiet as t 
whole, responding to the decreased 
purchasing power of the wage earn­ 
ing classes. 
The work of reduction 
in wages by railroads and other is 
widespread. 
Industrial affairs show 
little change, with shutdowns or short 
tim e about counter balancing resump­ 
tions. There is, for instance, more 
doing in finished lines of iron and 
steel, but in crude forms rather less 
is dong, and the leading producing in­ 
terest in woolen goods reports 65 per 
cent of its looms idle.

UtlOSBY G. riUYcS ¡3 DEAD 


Veteran 
Editor of 
the 
W a s h i n g t o n 
Star Dies in California. 
I,os Angelos. Cal., Feb. 22.—Crosby 
S. Noyes, the veteran editor of the 
Washington Evening Star, died at the 
Hotel Raymond, Pasadena, where he 
had been *11 foi some time. Mr. Noyes, 
V'ho was surrounded by the members 
of ids family at die time of his death, 
retained his faculties to the end. 


Washington, Feb. 22.—Mr. Crosby 
Stuar» N'oves, whose death is reported 
frotn Pasadena, Cal., was eirhty-three 
years of age and no less than sixty 
years of his manhood had been spent 
in the newspaper business. 
He was 
horn in Minot, Me., Feb. 16, 1825, and 
finding farm life too hard for his frail 
physique, he came to Washington in 
1847, making the last stages of his 
journey on foot for lack of funds, lie 
began his newspaper work in the fol 
lowing year as a special correspondent 
and writer for the Washington News. 
From that date until a few weeks 
preceding his death, Mr. Noyes la­ 
bored unceasingly at his chosen pro- 
fossion and set his stamp upon W ash­ 
ington journalism as a purveyor of 
clean, sound, active facts. 
He con­ 
tinually 
strove 
against 
sensational 
tendencies, his views on this subject 
being made known to newspaper men 
generally through special papers pre­ 
sented by him at the World’s Press 
parliament at the St. Louis exposition 
and again at the Jamestown exposi­ 
tion last year. 
Mr. Noyes wag a great 
traveler, especially in Oriental coun­ 
tries, and he was able to impress his 
views upon governmental politics in 
shaping the diplomatic relations of 
America with Japan and China, while 
he was a potent force in bringing 
about the annexation of Hawaii. 
He 
became connected with the W ashing­ 
ton Star as a reporter in 1855. when 
the paper was under the management 
of William D. Wallach, and ihe recog­ 
nition by the latter of the fine news­ 
paper 
qualifications 
and 
business 
judgment of his young assistant un­ 
doubtedly did much to ensure the lay­ 
ing of the foundation of this great

S. Noyes, the veteran editor of the 
W ashington Evening Star, died at the 
Hotel Raymond, Pasadena, where he 
had been ’ll for some time. Mr. Noyes, 
who was surrounded by the members 
of his family at the time of his death, 
retained his faculties to the end. 


Washington, Feb. 22.—Mr. Crosby 
Stuart Noyes, whose death is reported 
from Pasadena, Cal., was eighty-three 
years of age arid no less than sixty 
years of his manhood had been spent 
in the newspaper business. 
H e was 
born in Minot, Me., Feb. 16. 1825, and 
finding farm life too hard for his frail 
physique, he came to W ashington in 
1847, making the last stages of bis 
journey on foot for lack of funds. He 
began his newspaper work in the fol­ 
lowing year as a special correspondent 
and writer for the Washington News. 
From that date until a few weeks 
preceding his death, Mr. Noyes la­ 
bored unceasingly at his chosen pro­ 
fession and set his stamp upon W ash­ 
ington journalism as a purveyor of 
clean, sound, active facts. 
He con­ 
tinually 
strove 
against 
sensational 
tendencies, his views on this subject 
being made known to newspaper men 
generally through special papers pre­ 
sented by him at the World’s Press 
parliament at the St. Louis exposition 
and again at the Jamestown exposi­ 
tion last year.

Mr. Hutchings states that the Phili- 
pinos are gaining ground rapidly in the 
way of self governing ability and he j 
believes that the time is comparatively I 
close when they will be capable of self 
government if foreign influences can 
be compelled to keep hands off. The 
dangers from banditti and ladrones, he 
says, are 
practically 
over 
as the 
masses of the people are coming to I 
more thoroughly understand and appre-1 
ciate the benefits to all concerned of 
law and order and the outlaws do not 
have the sympathy and support of ap­ 
parently law abiding people as some do. 
He says that in his opinion the United 
States was 
compelled to hold 
the 
Philippines by the logic of events and 
did right in doing so but that they 
have been a losing bargain and should 
be unloaded as soon as it can be honor­ 
ably done. 
It will not be right or 
honorable, however, to withdraw and 
abandon them to be overrun by the 
Japs as they certainly would be, nor 
does he believe there is anything in the 
rumors of the sale of the islands to 
Germany. The islands, he contends, 
have never belonged to the United 
States. The government, practically 
never bought anything but the Spanish 
property in the islands. Therefore, he 
argues, the government has no right to 
transfer them to any 
other nation 
without the consent of the Filipinos. 
The only satisfactory solution he can 
see of the m atter is their ultimate in­ 
dependence under a joint protectorate 
of say the United States, Germany and 
Great Britian. 
Mr. Hutchings says the American 
people as a body do not recognize the 
dangers from the ascendency of Japan. 
The emmisaries of that country, he 
states, have to his positive knowledge, 
acquired while on duty there, a system 
of information by which they know not 
j only all about the islands, but know the 
name, location and political tendencies 
of every wealthy land owner in the 
islands. 
He also says they have prac­ 
tically an army of 20,000 men in the 
Hawaian Islands, unarmed, it is true, 
but nevertheless having a perfect or­ 
ganization. 
He believes that Japan 
could easily whip the United States in 
the orient and thinks it would be folly 
to send the big fleet there because, 
with the necessity of carrying great 
fleets of colliers the American navy 
would be at a great disadvantage. 
Mr. Hutchings is a great admirer of 
Roosevelt and of Taft. 
From an in­ 
timate knowledge of the work of Mr. 
Taft on the Philippine commission and 
in the oriental work of the war depart 
ment generally he says he is confident 
that the American people can implicit­ 
ly trust the secretary to carry out the 
policies of Roosevelt both at home and 
abroad.

Frustration of Plots by Police 
of St. Petersburg. 


MANY ARRESTS ARE MADE 


Band Started Out to Murder Grand 


Duke 
Nicholae 
Nicholaievitch 
and 


Alao the Minieter of Juetiee— Two 


Organ izationa Concerned. 


8t. Petersburg, Feb. 22.—The frus­ 
tration in this city of a terrorist plot 
and the arrest on the etreete of no 
less than fifty men and women for al­ 
leged complicity was followed by the 
capture in suburban towns of several 
other persons implicated in the abor­ 
tive attempts at assassination, who 
were gathered In Just as they were 
trying to escape. The police believe 
they have made the most important 
and telling move against the terrorists 
that bas been engineered in several 
years. 
The plot came very much nearer 
maturity than did the last unsuccess­ 
ful conspiracy against the emperor, 
the participants in which were tried 
and condemned last July. 
According 
to the police, the band that started 
out to do murder had two victims in 
view, Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaie­ 
vitch, son of Grand Duke Michael, and 
M. Chtcheglovitoff. the minister 
ot 
Justice. 
Both the grand duke and the 
minister were to have been assassi­ 
nated between their residences and 
the railroad station at Tsarskoe Selo, 
where they were going to see the em­ 
peror. 
Two distinct revolutionary or­ 
ganizations were concerned. The first 
had its headquarters in Finland and 
the second was the so-called Northern 
Flying Column, recruited in the vi­ 
cinity of Moscow. 
Alarmed at t h e -recent arrests of 
agitators at Viborg and Helsingsfors 
and the prospective closing of Finnish 
territory as a shelter from which to 
conduct their operations, the first or­ 
ganization decided to put its plans In­ 
to immediate execution. 
The Moscow 
allies were notified and Joined the 
group from Finland in St. Petersburg. 
The police, however, had 
been in­ 
formed of what was in the air and 
took steps accordingly. 
They decided 
lo spring the trap, and as a result al­ 
most all the men and women implicat­ 
ed are now in prison. 
Most of the 
prisoners are young, between seven­ 
teen 
and 
twenty-one 
years, 
well 
dressed and well supplied with money.

MATAL ACT INOPERATIVE 


Co Far as Subjects of Japan Are Con­ 
cerned in British Columbia. 
Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 22.—Chief 
Justice Hunter of the supreme court 
of British Columbia 
has ruled 
the 
Natal act to be inoperative so far as 
the subjects of Japan are concerned, 
though he did not hold that the act 
Is inoperative as a whole. 
It was held 
to be in contravention of the treaty 
with Japan. 
The matter came up in 
connectioi» with an application of a 
writ of habeas corpus, applied for in 
behalf of two Japanese arrested at 
Blaine, Wash., while trying to enter 
British Columbia. 
The chief Justice 
ordered the release of the two men 
held, and also suggested that they 
have a right of action against some­ 
one whom ho did not name for their 
detention. 
It is understood that the case will 
be appealed forthwith to the full court 
of British Columbia, and eventually to 
the privy council In England.

Japan’* Policy in Manchuria Not Very 
Popular. 
London, Feb. 22.—Considerable in­ 
terest has been aroused in official and 
commercial circles by the reports sent 
over bere by 
the American corre­ 
spondents of certain London papers 
that the United States is about to 
confer with the powers with the view 
of protesting against the policy adopt­ 
ed by Japan in Manchuria, it being

the fact that Japan has not observed 
the policy of the open door. 
With regard to the cancellation of 
the contract held by a British firm 
for the extension of the Hsinmintun- 
Fakum railroad the foreign office has 
advised the contractors that the case 
is one in which Great Britain cannot 
interfere and that it is for the sole 
consideration of Japan and China.
